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SHOULD THE RAILROADS ADVANCE 
FREIGHT RATES? 


It was a most fortunate thing that 
Senator Cummins secured the enact- 
ment of a provision in the late railroad 
law, requiring the railroads to prove 
the necessity for an advance in rates. 
We happened to be in the gallery of 
the senate the day that act was 
passed. The corporation forces seemed 
to have been demoralized, and we were 
surprised by its passage. It has proven 
to be one of the most important provi- 
sions of the section. 

For months the railroads have been 
having hearings before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in which their 
side of the case has been presented 
by able counsel. We need not enter 
into the details of the arguments intro- 
duced. It was claimed that the credit 
of the railroads had been impaired by 
the present rates; that the cost of ev- 
erything that enters into transporta- 
tion has been advanced; and therefore 
rates should be advanced. 

The statistics furnished by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
summarized by Clifford Thorne, now 
railroad commissioner from lowa, in 
the Saturday Evening Post of Janu- 
ary 14th, throw a flood of light on this 
problem. It appears from this that 
in 1888 the revenue for each ton mile 
on the entire railroad system of the 
United States was 1.001 cent, and the 
net earnings $2,307 per mile. The rev- 
enue per ton mile steadily decreased 
until 1899, when ft was .7234 cents for 
each ton mile, and the net earnings | 
$2.435 for each mile of road. Since 
this time the revenue per ton mile has 
steadily increased, until in 1909 it was 
.763 cents, or 7.63 mills per ton mile, 
including all traffic. The revenue for 
1910 has not yet been published; but 
in 1909 the railroads earned $3,553 net 
per ton mile and in 1910 $3,963. These 
figures for the hk 3st two years may not 
be absolutely accurate, but sufficiently 
so to justify the comparison which we 
have made. From this it will be seen 
that when the railroads began to in- 
crease the size of their cars, to lay 
heavier rails and use larger engines, | 
both the revenue per ton mile and the 
net earnings per mile have steadily 
increased. In short, the business of 
transportation seems to be quite as 
profitable as the average business of 
the United States. 

An argument made on January 12th 
before the commission by Mr. Bran- 
deis, of Boston, throws a flood of light 








on this subject. Mr. Brandeis has 
maintained that the trouble with the | 
railroads was lack of scientific man- 
agement, such as has been adopted in | 
other large lines of business. | 
He calls attention to the statement | 


of the railroad officials, that the pro- | 
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posed freight rate advance would con- 
tribute to the operating income of the 
railroads in the eastern territory only 
about $27,000,000 dollars, which is lit- 
tle more than three per cent of the ag- 
gregate operating expenses of the rail- 
roads for the fiscal year. He suggests 
that this small saving could be made 
by using scientific management; that 
if the railroads would unite to obtain 
a reduction in the price of steel rails, 
this reduction could be accomplished 
without putting any additional burden 
on the public. He says that the four 
great companies which manufacture 
steel rails have altogether sixty-five 
directors; that forty of these sixty-five 
are directors in fifty-two railroads, in- 
cluding the most important systems. 
He asks: “Is it a wonder that the rail- 
roads do not direct their combination 
to secure a reduction in the price of 
steel?” He points out that under the 
proposed freight tariffs there would be 
no advance on steel rails nor on other 
steel products covered by commodity 
rates. 

It has been a well-known fact for 
years that the men who manage the 
steel trust are practically the same 
men that manage the railroads; and 
that the steel trust absolutely refuses 
to lower prices in this country, while 
selling at lower prices in foreign coun- 
tries than they do at home. The price 
of steel rails, of locomotives’ and of 
steel cars is a very large element in 
the cost of transportation. The steel 
trust needs no tariff whatever, and has 
not needed any for twenty years. The 
tariff simply enables them to levy trib- 
ute on the whole people. , 

Would it not be a wise thing® for 
these men who manage railroads and 
manufacture steel, instead of closing 
down their mills, as they are doing to 
the extent of some fifty per cent, to 
simply lower prices and keep on doing 
business, thus furnishing the consum- 
er of farm products with the means 
wherewith to buy, and encouraging the 
use of more steel; for example, in the 
way of wire fences, by lowering the 
prices? 

Mr. Brandeis points out other ways 
by which the operating expenses of 
the railroads could be very greatly 
reduced. He holds that a saving of 
fifty millions a year could be made in 
the one item of coal; that thirty-three 
per cent of the terminal charges could 
be saved by co-operation. These ter- 
minal charges now aggregate $300,- 
000,000 a year. 

In short, the people are getting out 
of patience with this demand of the 
railroads for advanced rates. It may 
be said, and it is usually assumed, that 
the men who are conducting any one 
business know more about that line 
of business than do outsiders. And 
this, in general, is true; but there are 
exceptions, and the management of 
railroads seems to be one exception. 
When the people demanded that the 
railroads should be prevented by law 
from giving away transportation in the 


way of passes, a howl went up over 
the entire railroad territory: Did not 
the railroads understand their own 


business? Yet this leakage of railroad 
revenues was stopped by public opin- 
ion. When the people demanded that 
congress put an end to rebating, the 
railroads replied: Do we not under- 
stand our own buginess? Yet rebat- 
ing was stopped, and the railroads are 
the chief benefactors. No one now 
proposes to inaugurate the old abuses 
either in transportation or freight 
traffic. When the people of the vari- 
ous states insisted that passenger 
rates be reduced to two cents a mile, 
the railroads complained that it would 
bankrupt them. As a matter of fact, 
two cents a mile in most of the states 
has brought in a greater revenue than 
three cents a mile did. 

It does seem that the general pub- 
lic knows more about the genera! prin- 
ciples of railroading than do the man- 
agers themselves. We say “general 
principles’—not details. It seems to 
be a habit of men never to economize 
till they are obliged to do so; nor do 
men do their best work until they are 
obliged to do so. The best farming 
is not done when land is worth twenty 
dollars an acre. It is only when land 
rises to fifty, seventy-five, a hundred 
and over, that even the best farmers 
put in their best licks. If the railroads 
secure an advance in rates, so as to 
make the earning of dividends easy, 
they will not economize; but if an ad- 
vance in rates is refused and they are 
obliged to study their own business 
carefully and thoroughly, they will do 
just like the farmer does when obliged 





to get a greater revenue out of his 
land. Human nature after all is pretty 
much the same among ali classes of 
people. 


DRASTRIC — LEGISLA- 





The legislatures of most of the 
states are now in session, and in many 
of them, possibly in all, attempts will 
be made to pass drastic legislation on 
the subject of bovine tuberculosis, At- 
tempts will be made to pass laws re- 
quiring compulsory testing and slaugh- 
ter without compensation, with partial 
compensation, or with full compensa- 
tion for the losses which the farmer 
may sustain. It may be weil for per- 
sons who are framing bills to take a 
little time and look up the history of 
all this sort of legislation, the lack of 
competent veterinarians, and the vast 
amount of expense involved where 
even partial compensation is_ at- 
tempted, and eventually the repeal of 
these laws. 

It would be well, further, to inquire 
how easy it is to so manage a herd 
that the tuberculin test would be ut- 
terly useless. The tuberculin test is 
very reliable, but not infallible even 
where it is used with the desire to find 
out the truth. In the hands of men 
who do not want to find out the truth, 
or when used in herds where the 
farmer wishes to conceal the truth, i: 
can easily be converted into a most 
shameless liar. 

it must be evident to any person 
who has seriously studied the problem 
that no system of inspection can even 
hope to be successful unless it has the 
endorsement of the man who owns 
the livestock. And why not? The 
farmer owns the property. Even full 
compensation for the value of the ani- 
mals, especially in a dairy herd, will 
not recompense him for the loss. In 
fact, the loss from tuberculosis is not 
mainly to the public, which seeks to 
pass this drastic legislation, but to the 
farmer himself. 

If we are ever to at all effectively 
check the ravages of tuberculosis in 
our herds that are stabled, it can b> 
done only by bringing home to the 
farmer the unwelcome fact that he has 
the disease in his herd, and then dem- 
onstrating to him that it will be to 
his interest to get rid of it with the 
minimum of loss in the value of his 
property. He should be made to see 
tnat if he has tuberculosis among his 
cattle, he will most certainly have it 
among his hogs that follow; and even 
if these are shipped to market and 
sold at current prices, he obtains less 
than their real value, for the reason 
that the packers, knowing about the 
per cent of loss, buy expecting to stand 
it; in other words, dock all farmers 
that amount in fixing the price. 

We do not know of any way of 
bringing this home to the farmer ex- 
cept for the packers to buy cattle (and 
especially she stuff, among which the 
disease mostly prevails) subject to 
post mortem examination. They will 
be obliged to do this sooner or later; 
and the sooner the better. 

Even where tuberculosis prevails in 
the herd, the per cent of carcasses that 
are condemned as unfit for human 
food is very small, and is main!ty in 
dairy herds. Doctor Melvin, chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
Department of Agriculture, in his re- 
port recently published, gives the total 
number of animals inspected in the 
United States during the year 1910 as 
49,179,000. Of these there were con- 
demned on account of disease, mostly 
tuberculosis, 113,772 entire carcasses 
and 874,221 parts of carcasses, ap- 
proximately one million altogether, or 
about two per cent of the entire in- 
spection. 

If the farmer sells tuberculous cat- 
tle to the shipper, and is obliged to 
stand the loss when he comes to set- 
tle, then he knows he has tuberculosis 
in his herd. Instead of meeting the 
veterinarian sent to inspect his herd 
at the barn door with a pitchfork, he 
would send for him and give him the 
best dinner that the place could af- 
ford. He would look upon him as a 
friend instead of an enemy. 

This reform might have been inaug- 
urated some years ago, had the pack- 
ers stood firm and not allowed them- 
selves to be bulldozed by the commis- 
sion men, who would be a little incon- 
venienced in making up the accounts 
with the shipper and he with the 
farmer. If that method had been fol- 
lowed up, the shipper would not buy 
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the second time from an infected herd, 
and the farmer would have bee: 
obliged to clean up. 

Again, it is possible, when the farm- 
ers are anxious for ii, to clean the farm 
with comparatively small loss. The 
greatest money loss really occurs i! 
hogs; but if they were not allowed to 
follow tuberculous cattle, in a year o1 
two this loss would disappear, for the 
hogs would have gone to market and 
a new and healthy herd would have 
been grown. 

It is only when the disease has be- 
come generalized that the entire car- 
cass is unfit for food. In most cases 
it involves only the loss of the offal 
or of the head or the glands about the 
neck. Notice in the above report that 
only about one-eighth of the animals 
found diseased, or less than two-fifths 
of one per cent of the total number 
examined, were condemned as unfit for 
human food. Valuable breeding cows 
can be kept a number of years for 
that matter, and then fattened, before 
the whole system becomes infected, 
and thus sold with the minimum of 
loss. For the disease is now clearly 
known not to be hereditary. It has 
further been clearly established that it 
is a stable disease, and affects but an 
exceedingly small per cent of the cat- 
tle that live an open-air life. In fact 
it may be that cattle as well as men 
may recover if kept out of doors. 

History shows that drastic legisla- 
tion on this subject has been ineffect- 
ive, and for the reasons given above. 
You can persuade the farmer who 
owns cattle to do almost anything, if 
he is brought to see clearly that it is 
to his interest. You can not very well 
force him to do anything which he be- 
lieves not to be to his. interest. 

We do not care to enter into a dis- 
cussion just now, but simply remark 
that if the danger to human health 
from bovine tuberculosis was as great 
as many doctors would have us be- 
lieve, it is difficult to account for the 
fact that while bovine tuberculosis is 
increasing all over the world, human 
tuberculosis: is decreasing. If the facts 
stated were really facts, the human 
population in densely cattle-populated 
countries would soon be wiped off the 
face of the earth. While we do not 
want to minimize the danger to human 
health from bovine tuberculosis, we 
have not the slightest doubt that a 
consumptive walking the streets and 
spitting on the walk is more dangerous 
than a whole herd of tuberculous cat- 
tle out in the country. There are man: 
other wavs to contract tuberculosis be- 
sides eating the meat or drinking the 
miik from tuberculous cows. ‘There 
is no danger whatever from eating the 
meat, if properly cooked, and the dan- 
ger in tuberculous milk is mainly to 
children, especially to infants in the 
summer season, when they suffer from 
the usual summer complaints. 





MORE SHORT COURSES FOR IOWA. 


A bill was introduced in the Iowa 
legislature last week which provides 
for an appropriation of $100,000 for 


the Extension Department of the Iowa 
Agricultural College. The Extension 
Department is now receiving $32,000 
cach year. This is not enous’ to per- 
mit the department to hold short 
courses in as mary counties of the 
state as des're them. For example 
during the present winter only twenty- 
two short courses can be held, because 
of lack of funds. There have been ap- 
plications for more than eighty. It is 
the belief of Wallaces’ Farmer that 
the money appropriated for the Exten- 
sion Department during the past three 
or four years has brought greater re- 
turns to the state than any other 
money spent at the agricultural ccl- 
lege, and we do not know how $100,000 
could be better spent for the citizens 
of Iowa than through the Extension 
Department, and used for short course 
and demonstration work. 

The bill contemplates making it pos- 
sible to hold a short course in every 
county in the state. In addition to 
this, it provides for a summer short 
course of six weeks for teachers, this 
to be held at the Agricultura! College, 
at Ames, and its purpose being to give 
teachers instruction in the fundament- 
als of agriculture and domestic sci- 
ence. We trust that our Iowa sub- 
scribers will immediately write per- 
sonal letters to the representatives 
and senators from their respective dis- 
tricts and urge them to support this 
appropriation of $100,000 for the Ex- 
tension Department. 
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MANAGEMENT GF WATER IN 
THE SOIL. 


The longer we work at our business 
of telling farmers what we think they 
ought to know about their business, 
the more clearly we realize the impor- 
tance of dealing with the common, ev- 
ery-day problems of farm life, and of 
dealing with them in the simplest way 
and in the simplest every-day farm 
Janguage. The average farmer's suc- 
cess or failure is pretty fairly meas- 
ured by his skill in managing the 
water in his soil. If the plant can, 
throughout its entire growing season, 
have all the water it can use to advan- 
tage, there will usually be a bumper 
crop. We say “usually,” for, impor- 
tant as water is in crop production, it 
is not everything. 

All plants feed on soil soup, by far 
the biggest part of which is water; 
but water by itself is not soup, either 
good or bad; and yet you can not have 
soil soup without plenty of water. If 
the soil is fairly rich, the soup will be 
rich enough. The main difficulty is to 
provide the water. Except in irrigated 
or sub-irrigated sections, the farmer 
can not supply the water in the first 
place. He can only manage it; and 
the management of water is mainly 
head work—‘mainly,” but not alto- 
gether. 

Some soils have too much water all 
the time, and plants drown. Some 
have too much water part of the time, 


and plants smother through lack of 
air. Some have too little at the time 
when plants need it most, and the 


result is a short crop, a crop measured 
by the supply of water available at 
the time. 

Water exists in the soil in three 
forms: gravity water, which is simply 
excess water, water that is not need- 
ed: capillary water, or the water that 
adheres to the surface of the soil 
grains; and hydroscopic water, that is, 
invisible water. No matter how dry 
the soil is, it has this invisible water. 
The dust on the roadbed in a dry time 
will have ten or twelve per cent of it; 
so will the corn in the crib in June. 

It is evident, therefore, that the first 
thing in managing soils that have too 
much water is simply to give it a 
chance to get away; for water is the 
most accommodating thing in the 
world. It will get away from where 
it is not needed and get just as near 
the center of the earth as it can. 
Therefore, where soils have an excess 
of water, as in swamp soils, the only 
thing to do is to give it a chance to 
get away through tile drains, and 
plenty of them; or if you can not do 
as much tiling as you would like, then 
by the surface drains or ditches. 

Plants never use gravity water. 
They use only that which adheres to 
the soil grains. There are seasons 
even on our well-drained lands, when 
for a time the soil has too much water 
—so much that it excludes the air, and 
plants need air just as much as they 
need water. The only thing the farm- 
er can do then is to evaporate it by 
stirring the surace at the proper time 
and allowing the air to absorb the sur- 
plus and carry it away. 


The main difficulty is that plants 
generally do not get enough water, 


and particularly at the critical time; 
that is, when the maturing or harvest 
season approaches. The great prob- 
lem for the farmer, therefore, is to 
provide during the growing season a 
supply of water for the plants which 
he is growing. This gravity water 
sinks down into the subsoil, and the 
moisture that is available for that 
season depends much on the charac- 
ter of the subsoil. The reason why 
lands that have a gravelly or sandy 
subsoil fail to grow good crops is be- 


cause the subsoil can not hold the 
water. Gravity carries it away out of 
reach; and when the plant has ex- 


hausted the water that adheres to the 
soil grains near the surface, there is 
nothing left for it to do but to die. 
The soils that are regarded good in 
the corn belt have a subsoil more or 
less clayey, which acts as a reservoir 
for the gravity water which has got 
away when not needed and is ready 
to come back when needed. It gets 
away by gravity; it gets back by capil- 
larity. We are sorry to have to use 
such a big word as this, but we can 
not help it. We may, however, illus- 
trate: If you take a cube of loaf su- 
gar and put the least corner of it in 
a cup of coffee, you will notice how 
quickly the coffee mounts up in the 
cube of sugar, and will reach to the

top in time. Why? Because the grains 
of sugar are pressed close together 
and yet have spaces between them, 
and the coffee climbs up through these 
spaces, just as the oil used to rise up 
in the lamp wick in the days when 
we used kerosene instead of gas and 
electricity. 

Now in order that this capillarity 
may act, the grains of the soil must 
be close together; and that’s the rea- 
son why so much depends on restor- 
ing capillary connection when we plow 
the land in the spring. We break the 
connection betwixt the turned furrow 
and the subsoil, using “subsoil” in the 
sense of the soil below the furrow. If 
we have applied coarse manure, which 
has not had time to decay, or if there 
is no rain to settle the soil, the turned 
furrow simply acts as a dirt mulch 
instead of a seed bed for plants. The 
surface dirt mulch conserves the mois- 
ture below it. In the preparation of 
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could deliver to the plant. It may 
seem unfortunate that the require- 
ments of plants are usually in almost 
inverse proportion to the supply of 
water in the soil. To illustrate: The 
corn plant needs very little water up 
to the time of tasseling. You can 
grow a good stand of corn in the hu- 
mid section up to that time-in well- 
managed soil with no rain. Four-fifths 
of the dry matter is formed between 
tasseling time and maturity; and this 
is the dry time of the year. Hence the 
great effort of the farmer should be to 
so manage the water in his soil that 
he will have the greatest supply when 
the requirements of the plant are the 
greatest. 

The man who has learned how to 
manage water in the soil has gone a 
long ways in the direction of being a 
thoroughly up-to-date business farmer. 
It is perhaps the one most important 
thing for the farmer to consider. There

the mulch, the soil grains have been 
kept so far apart that they can not 
borrow water from one another. 

When we have plenty of water in 
the subsoil, and have restored the 
connection between the furrow and 
the subsoil below either by cultivation 
or by a heavy rain, if the upper soil 
dries out, each particle of thirsty soil 
says to the one below it: Give me a 
drink. The soil grain below divides 
with it, reaches down to the next 
grain below and says: I am thirsty, 
give me a drink. Thus silently water 
is pulled up from below and placed 
in the seed bed, the region in which 
the plants feed. 

The available fertility of the soil— 
the nitrogen, potassium, phosphorus 
and other elements that it contains— 
combined with the water, makes the 
soup for the plant. Plants take all 
their food in liquid form. Even the 
bones in your body have come from 
soil soup. The mineral elements were 
absorbed, taken up by the plants 
through the hair roots or rootlets at 
the ends of the roots, formed the min- 
eral matter or ash of the plants. This, 
again, is dissolved by the digestive 
fluids of the body, and finally you have 
bones made out of what was once soil 
soup. 

The management of water, there- 
fore, consists first in draining the land 
—if there is enough water in it to ex- 
clude the air (for plants in wet land 
drown); second, in so managing your 
land that the surface water is evapo- 
rated through the atmosphere in a 
wet time; third, in so preparing your 
seed bed that it can draw water from 
below, and fourth, in keeping the wa- 
ter thus drawn up from escaping into 
the air. This last is done by main- 
taining a mulch of loose dirt. 

Few farmers realize how much wa- 
ter it takes to produce a crop. The 
amount varies with the crop and with 
the latitude, perhaps to some extent 
with longitude also, always with the 
dryness of the atmosphere and the 
force of the winds. In Wisconsin it 
was found that a pound of the dry 
matter of oats, both stalk and grain, 
required five hundred pounds of wa- 
ter; of clover and wheat, about five 
hundred, and of corn somewhere about 
three hundred pounds. 

It was also found that the magni- 
tude of the crop was measured by the 
amount of water that the root system 








are some years when it is much more 
important than others. In years of 
superabundant rainfall in the humid 
section it usually gives him little trou- 
ble except just at a time when he 
needs it most, when the crop is ma- 
turing. It is very seldom that there 
is an excess then, but-generally a defi- 
ciency. In the semi-arid section, in 
years of superabundant rainfall the 
farmer is in tall clover. His soil is 
exceedingly rich, the fertility has not 
been washed out by constant rains. 
He has an abundant heat supply, and 
in such years grows crops that are 
simply amazing. His time of‘trouble 
comes in years of normal or deficient 
rainfall. The great advantage of the 
irrigation farmer is that, if his water 
supply holds out, he can make it rain 
when he wants to. He can control not 
merely the water in the soil, but put 
onto it just what it needs or he thinks 
it needs. Generally he puts on too 
much, 

This management of water in the 
soil may seem to be a simple matter; 
and yet it is probably the most impor- 
tant problem that the farmer has to 
solve; and it is solved mainly by 
thinking about it. Thinking will not 
do it alone; but thinking will guide 
the hand and direct the work and 
make the problem comparatively easy. 





COLLAR SORES OR FISTULOUS 
WITHERS. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“IT have a mare that has a sore on 
the top of her neck, caused by the col- 
lar last summer. This sore doesn’t 
seem to heal very rapidly, but keeps 
sore and discharges pus. What treat- 
ment would you recommend?” 

The trouble is fistulous withers. This 
is generally caused by a bruise or 
badly fitting harness, and is most com- 
mon in horses with very high or ex- 
tremely low withers. An abscess is 
formed, which shows no disposition to 
heal. Pus sooner or later discharges, 
and, on account of the position of the 
sore, much of it generally works down 
through the muscles of the shoulder 
and back, sometimes causing lameness 
and occasionally damaging the horse 
permanently. 

The treatment consists in getting 
rid of the pus as quickly as possible. 
The abscess is opened, and caustics 
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are inserted. One plan of treatment 
is to insert muslin strips that have 
been dipped in terchloride of anti- 
mony. One strip is inserted into the 
wound and then removed. Another 
strip is inserted, and allowed to re- 
main four or five. hours. This is re- 
peated every four or five days for a 
month. It is a good plan to rub on 
the outside of the swelling an oint- 
ment made by mixing two teaspoon- 
fuls of cantharides, and four table- 
spoonfuls of lard. If there is a great 
amount of pus formed, it is a good 
plan to open the abscess at its low- 
est point and allow it to drain out. For 
severe cases of fistulous withers, we 
would recommend that a veterinarian 
be called in. 





CORN COBS FOR FUEL, FEED OR 
FERTILIZER. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 


“What is the comparative feeding’ 
value of corn cobs crushed and 
ground? What are the chemical ele- 
ments of corn cobs? What is the fuel 
value as compared with hard coal? 
About what would be the cost of pro- 
duction of a ton of cobs when used as 
a feed and when used as a fuel, figur- 
ing labor and drain on the land? I in- 


.tend putting in a mill for a tenant to 


grind up cobs for feed, and what is 
not used for feed will be mixed. with 
straw and used for manure absorbent 
and then returned to the land as fer-' 
tilizer. I have an idea that cobs used 
for food and fertilizer are worth more 
than when used for fuel or returned 
to the land unground or uncrushed.” ~ 

Both as feed and as fertilizer, corn 
cobs are very nearly worthless, al- 
though they have some value as feed 
when fed in connection with cornmeal,! 
not because of the food material they! 
contain, but because they divide and 
lighten the cornmeal and allow the 
penetration of the digestive juices. , 

In reply to our correspondent’s first, 
question, as to the comparative feed- 
ing value of crushed and ground corn 
cobs, we will say that the feeding 
nutrients in corn cobs are the same 
whether they be crushed or ground; 
but as the only way stock will eat 
corncobs in any quantity is when 
ground and mixed with other ground 
feed, we would say that ground corn 
cobs have the greater feeding value. 
In every 100 pounds of corn cobs there 
are .5 of a pound of protein and 44.8 
pounds of carbohydrates. Corn cobs 
are considerably poorer in nutritive 
matter than oat straw. 

As a fertilizer, corn cobs are no bet- 
ter than as a feed; in every ton they 
contain 4.6 pounds of nitrogen, .18 of 
a pound of phosphorus, and 3.8 pounds 
of potassium. Valuing nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potassium at market 
prices, we find that a ton of corn cobs 
is worth about 92 cents. A ton of ma- 
nure is worth at least twice as much. 
In the ordinary 50-bushel corn crop, 
$8.30 worth of fertility is taken off by 
the grain, $7 worth by the stover, and 
23 cents worth by the corn cobs. 

On most farms the greatest value 
may be gotten out of corn cobs by 
burning them. As fuel, they have 
about one-third the value of good hard 
wood or hard coal. Of course, by burn- 
ing, the feeding value is lost, but most 
of the fertilizing value remains, all of 
the phosphorus and potassium being 
retained in the ash. 





SIZE OF TILE. 


A Missouri subscriber writes: 


“I wish information as to the size 
of tile I should use in a main ditch 
which will be 5,000 feet long. The 
side ditches will be about 400 feet long 
on each side. What size tile will I re- 
quire for the main ditch, and how near 
together should the side lines be 
placed?” 

Our correspondent’s inquiry does not 
contain any of the information needed 
to enable an intelligent answer to be 
given. The size of the tile which will 
be best to use depends altogether upon 
the amount of water to be carried and 
the fall. Anyone who undertakes to 
put in a drainage system of the magni- 
tude stated by this inquiry should em- 
ploy the services of a thoroughly com- 
petent engineer who can run the levels 
and calculate the amount of water to 
be carried, and map out the entire sys- 
tem. We would not advise anyone to 
make such an investment as would be 
required in this case without procuring 
such expert help.

We advise all of our readers who 
are growing winter wheat to investi- 
gate their fields; and if they find the 
their plants are infested 
with Hessian flaxseed, to prepare to 
take steps to plow up this wheat in 
the spring and put in some other crop 
or else to suffer a considerable loss 
on account of the Hessian fly. During 
the latter part of April the little brown 
flaxseed will change to a black fly, re- 
sembling a small mosquito. These 
flles immediately lay eggs on the wheat 
plant, which soon develop into the 
flaxseed stage. These burrow into the 
wheat stalk at the first and second 
joint, and as a result the straw is 
greatly weakened and much of it falls 
over. The heads are not well devel- 
oped on account of lack of nourish- 
ment. Whenever there are large num- 
bers of flaxseeds found in winter 
wheat, this damage from the spring 
brood of the Hessian fly is almost cer- 
tain to be great; and in many cases 
it will pay to plow up the winter 
wheat and put in some other crop. If 
it is desired to get the land down to 
meadow, we would plow early and 
disk in some early variety of oats, 
seeding with the oats ten to twelve 
pounds of timothy and seven or eight 
pounds of red clover. 

We have received a large number of 
reports this last season concerning 
Hessian fly damage. We wish to call 
the attention of our readers to the fact 
that on land where wheat is properly 
rotated with other crops, or on land 
where wheat is not rotated but where 
the stubble is burned or plowed un- 
der before the middle of August, Hes- 
sian fly does little if any damage. 

It has long becn recommended that 
winter wheat be sown late in the fall, 
in order to avoid damage by Hessian 
fly. We note above that our corre- 
spondent sowed his wheat the 27th of 
September. His latitude is 41. By 
sowing at such a date in this latitude 
he should have escaped, according to 
many experiment station bulletins, all 
damage from Hessian fly. Last sea- 
son, however, was later than ordinary, 
and this fact may account for such 
late sown wheat being badly damaged. 

Another Illinois correspondent in- 

ires as follows: 

“Would it be advisable to sow oats 
on ground which has been sown to fall 
wheat. but which has been injured by 
Hessian fly?”

Where this is deficient 
in the food, it must be taken from the 
body of the dam; for nature cares for 
the young at the expense of the dam, 
if necessary. Hence the importance 
of growing legumes in abundance, in 
order that we may get the full feeding 
value of everything else that is grown 
on the farm. 

The dairyman who is feeding his 
cows ou high-priced timothy, even if 
he has low-priced corn, is not getting 
good results, even if he is satisfied 
with them. He can not, because he 
is trying to make his cows work a 
miracle. If he has clover hay, how- 
ever, and feeds it in the proper pro- 
portion in connection with these other 
feeds, he will get results. If he has 
not the clover hay or other legumes, 
he must either buy bran, shorts, oil 
meal or cottonsee@ meal, or be con- 
tent to get poor results. 

Hence in your planning, plan for 
large seedings of leguminous plants. 
If you have land that will grow alfalfa 
you can get a larger amount of nitro- 
gen from an acre than from any other 
plant with which we are acquainted. If 
you can not grow alfalfa, or have not 
grown it, grow clover—the common 
red, mammoth, alsike, depending on 
the character of your soil. Grow some 
leguminous plant, however. If your 
soil has been worked in corn and the 
ordinary grains so long that it is what 
we call “clover sick,” and refuses to 
grow clover or other leguminous crops, 
you have a problem on your hands 
that you had better solve at the earli- 
est possible moment. It may be that 
your soil is simply acid, in which case 
you must apply lime. This will en- 
able you to grow clover on lands that 
have of late refused to grow it. 

If you are outside of the clover belt 
on the south, then you can grow cow- 
peas. If on the extreme north, you 
can grow Canada field peas; but you 
must get in connection with the nitro- 
gen of the air, if you are to maintain 
the fertility of your land. The only 
way you can do this is by growing le- 
gumes. In short, the man who neg- 
lects to grow legumes for the main- 
tenance of his soil fertility, and for a 
supply of food suitable for his live- 
stock, is making a great mistake and 
has a vast deal to learn. The sooner 
he learns it, the better it will be for 
him and for his.

The discussion of this subject is op- 
portune, for consumers of farm 
products in our towns and cities there 
is almost universal complaint in re- 
gard to the high prices that have of 
late prevailed, and the blame is placed 
upon the farmer, when in fact the pro- 
ducer is not receiving any more thar 
he is entitled to, with the increased 
cost of production. 

Land has more than doubled in value 
within a few years; taxes have in- 
creased, and farm help is searce, with 
wages and added perquisites entirely 
different from what they were a few 
yeafs ago. All this adds materially 
to the cost of production, and it should 
not be expected that hogs, catt!o and 
horses, grain and other farm prod:cts

should continue at the ruinously low 
prices hertofore prevalent, when but 
for the most rigid economy many 
farmers would have been driven into 
bankruptcy. 

But while the farmer is being 
blamed for the high prices, Secretary 
Wilson has conducted a thorough in- 


vestigation in relation to the prices 


received by farmers acd wholesale 
dealers and the prices paid by con- 
sumers. This investigati conducted 
in an extensi thorough and imper- 
tial manner, proves conclusively that 
ihe high prices that have prevailed 
are largely the result of the present 


methods of doing business, and that 


the producer has not received more 
than a fair return for his investment 
risk and labor. 

It was found that for beef the con- 
sumer paid 38 per cent above the 
wholesale price of the slaughtering 
houses, and it is not necessary to siate 
that the great packing houses did not 
sell at the cost price to farmers 
for fat cattle. But it reasonable to 
believe that with 38 per cent as a 
margin between the aughterer and 
the consumer, there wes at least 12 


tween the farmer

ing house that bought, 
sold the product, thus adding 50 per 
cent to the amount realized by the 
farmer who had assumed all the ex- 
pense and risk in producing the beef. 


With milk it was found that the 
dairyman received about 50 per cent 
of the amount paid by the consumer, 
but due credit is given for the added 
cost of delivery at the consumer's 
door. 

That staple farm product, poultry 
and eggs, that the farmer's wife has 


done so much to develop, only brings 
to the producer [5 per cent to 69 per 
cent of what is paid by the consumer, 
and vegetables and fruit show a like 
margin, onions only bringing to the 
producer 27.8 per cent of the price 
paid by the consumer, and oranges 
sold by the dozen netting the grower 
20.83 per cent of the price paid by the 
corsrmer. 


With imported articles, such as tea 
and coffee, the price to the consumer 
Was more than double the import 
value, but we hear little complaint

that he handed out a silver coin, say- 
ing, “tlere is a dollar to buy provisions 
for these famishing people, and here is 
$5 to pay the expense of getting the 
dollar to them. While this story may 
be overdrawn, the fact remains that 
it is not the farmer who is receiving 
the high prices current for his prod- 
ucts, but the cost of getting it to the 
consumer has an all-important bear- 
ing on the question of high prices. 
And it is not the retailer who is alto- 
gether to blame for the high prices 
prevailing, but the system which en- 
tails so much expense in getting the 
products of the farm from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer. I live nearly 
three miles from the business center 
of Des Moines, and there is within a 
few blocks of my residence three gro- 
cery stores with meat markets at- 
tached, each store having a number of 
clerks, a bookkeeper, horses, delivery 
wagons, and drivers, and yet I see 
nearly every day on the street on 
which I live delivery wagons from the 


large srocery stores downtown, the 
business divided among a dozen or 
more different merchants.

And it is no doubt a fact, as claimed 
by these merchants, that notwithstand- 
ing the great difference in price paid 
by the consumer and that received by 
the producer, the profits of the middle- 
man are not excessive, and few there 
are engaged in the business who be- 
come wealthy, even with a great deal 
of bodily labor and mental worry. 

But it is not the merchant, but the 
system of distributing the products of 
the farm that is at fault, and Secre- 
tary Wilson, in calling attention to 
this most vital matter, shows conclu- 
sively that the farmer is not receiving 
an exorbitant price for his products, 
and in the case of grain at present the 
price paid the farmer is below the cost 
of production.

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BREAKING THE TOBACCO HABIT. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Ig there a medical remedy which 
is guaranteed to enable one to quit the 
tobacco habit?” 

Many remedies of this sort are of- 
fered for sale, and the manufacturers 
usually guarantee that if their instruc- 
tions are followed, the user will be 
able to discontinue the use of tobacco. 
It has always seemed to us that the 
value of these so-called cures lies not 
so much in any medical properties 
which they possess as in the psycho- 
logical effect they have upon the user. 
For example, if a man wishes to break 
off the tobacco habit, and has faith 
that the cure will enable him to do it, 
this faith fortifies his resolution, and 
he is more likely to win out. Experi- 
ence has shown, however, that any 
man who really wishes to discontinue 
the use of tobacco can do so if he has 
the will to do it, without the help of 
any so-called cures. ° 

The first question to be settled is, 
do you really want to quit the use of 
tobacco? If there is nc: a real de- 
sire to break off the habit, there is 
no use making the attempt. The sec- 
ond question to be answered is, have 
you the will-power to do it? This ques- 
tion must be answered with a vigorous 
affirmative. If a man once admits that 
a habit is stronger than he is, the 
prospect of winning a victory over it 
is certainly not encouraging. 

Having determined definitely and 
finally that you wish to quit the use 
of tobacco, and that you have the will 
power to do it, the next step is to lay 
out a definite plan of campaign. Thou- 
sands of men who have used tobacco 
heavily for a long period of years have 
abruptly discontinued its use. This 
can be done by a man who wants to, 
and has the nerve. Very often it means 
a hard fight; for the system has be- 
come impregnated with tobacco, and 
the abrupt discontinuance tends to de- 
range the digestive function. Others 
agree with Pudd’nhead Wilson’s say- 
ing: “Habit is habit, and not to be 
flung out of the window by any man, 
but coaxed downstairs a step at a 
time.” If one has any doubt of his 
ability to abruptly and finally discon- 
tinue the use of tobacco after a cer- 
tain stage, then he had better take 
Pudd’nhead’s method and break it off 
gradually. A good way to do this is 
to determine that, beginning on a cer- 
tain day, you will not use tobacco in 
any form until afternoon. Practically 
any tobacco user who has a desire to 
break off the habit can follow this 
method. The thought that after one 
o’clock, we will say, he will permit 
himself to use tobacco will fortify his 
determination not to use it before that 
hour. This might be continued for, 
say a month; then begin and advance 
the hour to two o’clock, then to three 
o’clock, then to four, and finally until 
seven o’clock in the evening. Having 
reached this point, if the fight has 
been a hard one, it might be well to 
rest for a month or two months. But 
fix a definite date some time in the 
future after which you will not use 
tobacco at any time, and when that 
date comes—stop! 

Some men who undertake to break 
off a habit of this sort think it best 
to fortify themselves by imposing pen- 
alties in case of a failure to do what 
they set out to do. For example, we 
have known several heavy smokers to 
abruptly discontinue the use of to- 
bacco for a period of one year, under 
an agreement between themselves 
that the man who failed to keep the 
agreement should buy the other a $50 
suit of clothes, or forfeit $100 in cash, 
or something of that sort. The man 
who imposes upon himself a penalty 
which is heavier than he can afford to 
meet will find his resolutions greatly 
strengthened. Let him agree in writ- 
ing with his wife, for example, that 
if he breaks his resolution he will pay 
her the sum of $100—or $500—in cash. 
It is also a good plan to let it be gen- 
erally known among friends and ac- 
quaintances that you have determined 
to quit the use of tobacco. This will 
serve as a whip to the pride in making 
a winning fight. 

Above all things, having determined 
to quit, and having fixed the date and 
the sort of campaign you intend to 
pursue, adhere rigidly to it. Every 
day that a man wins out strengthens 
him for the fight next day.

An lilinois subscriber writes: 

“I! would like to have a little infor- 
mation through the karmer with re- 
gard to the tuverculin test.

The opinion among those who 
made careful scientific experime 
with the tuberculin test seems to be 
very general that the test is‘a reliable 
means of detecting the presence of 
tuberculosis in cattles Very careful 
investigations have been conducted 
throughout the United States and in 
foreign countries, and the burden of 
proof is all in favor of the test. The 
plan suggested by our correspondent 
is excellent, if his committee will make 
sure that they have fairly competent 
Veterinarians to apply the test, and 
equally competent men to conduct a 
post mortem. The result ought to sat- 
isfy the members of the committee 
concerning the test.

THE VALUE OF FERTILITY CON- 
TAINED IN CORN STOVER. 


An Illinois correspondent sends us 
an interesting communication, as fol- 


lows: 

“Under the head of “The Price of 
Corn Fodder,” in your issue of Decem- 
ber 16th, you mention the report of a 
Wisconsin correspondent on the sale 
of corn foddef at $7 a ton, and your 
comments would indicate that you con- 
sider this.a good price, and that there 
should be a good profit in selling the 
corn fodder. My experience is that 
there is no forage crop that we raise 
that contains so much fertilizer as a 
good crop of corn fodder, and I be- 
lieve there is no profit in removing it 
from the field at the price you men- 
tion. I believe that this is a matter 
that should be discussed through your 
good paper, and would be much inter- 
ested in hearing from good, practical 
farmers as to their experience along 
these lines. The writer met with an 
early surprise in the amount of fer- 
tilizer a crop of heavy corn fodder 
contained when he first commenced to 
cut corn up, and has given this matter 
considerable attention for the last sev- 
eral years. While the result is not 
the same every year, he has found that 
the yield has been materially lessened 
where the corn fodder has been re- 
moved. In some instances by from 15 
to 20 per cent.” 

A ton of corn stover (the stalks 
without the ears) removes from the 
soil 16 pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds 
of phosphorus and 17 pounds of po- 
tassium, which, at the present market 
price for these elements of fertility, 
is worth $3.50. Considering merely the 
amounts of fertilizer present, a ton of 
cornstalks is worth considerably more 
than a ton of manure—the average ton 
of barnyard manure containing but 10 
pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds of phos- 
phorus and 10 pounds of potassium. 
Our correspondent’s point is well 
taken. Even at as high a price as $7 
a ton, the sale of corn stover from the 
farm is poor policy, if the question of 
maintenance of fertility is given due 
consideration. This same reasoning, 
however, should be applied to other 
hays and foodstuffs which are pro- 
duced upon the farm. In fact, when 
we get to farming on a true business 
basis, it will be necessary, before we 
figure up our net profits, to subtract 
from our gross returns, together with 
other expense, the value of the fertil- 
ity contained in all materials sold off 
the farm. For instance, with every 
ton of timothy hay goes $5 worth of 
fertility; with every 100 bushels of 
wheat goes $23.58 worth of fertility; 
with each ton of oat straw, $3.16 
worth; with every 100 bushels of corn, 
$16.66 worth; with each ton of clover 
hay, $8 worth; with each 1,000-pound 
steer, $4 worth; each 1,000 pounds of 
hog flesh, $2.85 worth; with every 1,000 
gallons of milk, $7.60 worth, and with 
every 100 pounds of butter, 4 cents’ 
worth. Under our present system of 
farming we are not, as we rightfully 
should, considering the loss of fertil- 
ity as an item of expense in produc- 
tion, 

Science says that corn stover is rich 
in the elements of fertility. Our corre- 
spondent asks that our readers give 
their experience with it as a fertilizer. 





SEED BED FOR SMALL GRAIN. 


A northwestern Iowa correspondent 
writes: 

“Owing to the dry weather last fall 
there was much stubble ground left 
over unplowed. Experienec shows that 
in this section of the state small grain 
does not do very well on spring plow- 
ing. Would it not be well under our 
present conditions, when we have to 
spring plow, to follow the drill with a 
good, heavy roller and then drag the 
rolled ground lightly?”

three or four inches deep, followed 
by a harrow; if, however, the soil is 
very compact and stiff, it may be bet- 
ter to spring plow instead of disk. In

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FEEDING STEERS. 


Many of you boys are helping feed 
steers at the home place this winter. 
Are you going to make money out of 
them? It is hard to tell now, isn’t it? 
Haven’t you often heard your father 
or some older feeder make a remark 
something like this: “Ireeding steers 
is a mighty uncertain business, and 
you can not tell whether you have 
made money or not till the steers are 
sold on the Chicago market and you 
have the money in your pocket.”’ Now, 
I can’t tell you how to feed steers so 
as to be “dead sure” to make money 
every year, but I can give you some 
pointers which, if you study them, may 
help you to avoid mistakes. 

When you boil down the whole mat- 
ter of steer feeding, you find that there 
are just about five main things which 
you must do to make money: 

1. Buy your cattle right. 


2. Feed your cattle right. 
3. Sell your cattle right. 
4. Take care of the manure, 


5. Follow your cattle with hogs, or 
else grind the corn. 

I am going to talk most with you 
on the second point, viz., how to feed

In buying feeders, there is a whole 
lot in sizing them up and knowing 
good ones when you see them, The 
kind of steer I like to see in the feed 
lot is one which, first of all, has a 
good, big barrel on him (I don’t mean 
pot-bellied), because that means that 
this steer can take large amounts of 


grain and hay and make fat out of 
them. The slab-sided, narrow steer, 
tucked up in the belly, is no good. In 
the next place, I want to see a steer 
that has a great, broad chest on him 
and a large, open nostril, for this 
means that he will take lots of air 
into his body. This has a lot to do 
with the digestive system working 
right. In the third place, I want a 
stecr that is a good handler. You will 
find this out by taking ho!d of the hide 
between the thumb and finger and no- 
ticing whetber it picks up easily, and 
whether it is pliable; you should no- 
tice whether the hair is long, fine and 
mossy. The steer which handles best 
is almost always the steer which uses 
his feed to the best advantage. Qual- 
ity of hide and hair means that the, 
animals’ stomach and intestines are 


working right. In the fourth place, I 
want to see a short-legged and broad- 
bodied steer, one with a short, broad 
head and neck and peaceful eye; 
steers of this sort, big barreled (I don’t 
mean pot-bellied), big chested, good 
handlers, make faster gains, and gains 
that are worth one or two cents per 
pound more on the market than the 
long-legged, long headed, narrow- 
bodied, narrow-headed type of steers. 
Of course these poor type steers may 
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catile right. Put the other points are 
so interesting and have so much to 
do with making money for the steer 
feeder that I am going to just touch 
on them a little. 

In the first place, no one can make 
money on steers who doesn't buy his 
feeders right. I suppose that a lot of 
you boys call to mind how this win- 
ter, or two winters ago, your father, 


or perhaps it was your uncle, brother 
or neighbor, sent a load of cattle into 
Chicago, and after they were sold he 
went around with a pretty long face. 
Some of you may have asked him what 
the matter was, and he said: “I paid 
too much for those steers last spring: 
I bought them at $5, and they only 
sold for $5.50.” 

Yes, if you are going to make money 


feeding steers, you must buy them 
right; and to do this you must think 
to yourself something like this: “Will 


these steers sell for enough more on 
the market several months or a year 
from now to make money?” This differ- 
ence between the buying and the sell- 
ing price is called “margin.” If a man 
buys steers at five cents a pound and 
sells them at six cents, the margin is 
one cent. Most feeders feel that they 
ought to have asmargin of a cent and 
a half in order to make any money. 


But they don't need quite so much as 
this if they are going to short feed or 
if they are feeding well-bred stock. or 


f corn is cheap, or if they are feeding 


on pasture, or if they are feeding 
young cattle. Suppose your father 
bought some feeders for five cents last 
fall; what he really did then, whether 


he thought about it or not, was to bet 
that the stock market would take his 
steers when fat this winter at a price 
of at least six and one-fourth cents. If 
the bet goes against him, he will prob- 


ably lose more or less money on his 
cattle, because at the price of corn and 
hay now it costs more than six cents 
to put a pound of fat on a steer. 
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sometimes be bought at prices cheap 


enough to warrant feeding them. But 
in nine cases out of ten it will pay to 
buy good feeders. Another point to 


look out for in buying feeders is to get 
a uniform lot; steers of the same size, 
quality, and feeding ability, so that 
they will be ready for market at the 
same time. 

Having bought the feeders right, you 
must next feed them right. It is at 
this stage of the game that more mis- 
takes are made than in any other part 
of the business. All that we are after 
is to make those steers put on the 
greatest number of pounds of fat in 
the shortest time with the least cost. 
Now, if you boys have been following 
what I have been telling you the last 
three weeks, you have a general idea 
of how to go about it to make a ration 
for these steers—one whicn will be 
balanced, palatable, and will have the 
desired effect upon the digestive sys- 
tem. 

The first grain which you think of 
in the fattening steer ration is corn, of 
course. Corn is the best fattening 
grain there is, and in the corn belt it 
is generally the cheapest; besides, 
steers thoroughly enjoy eating corn, 
so most of the grain part of our steer 
ration will be corn. But corn is not 
balanced, you know, containing too 
much of the heat and fat forming com- 
pounds even for fattening steers. Fat- 
tening animals must have more pro- 
tein than corn furnishes, if they are 
to make their best gains. The prob- 
lem is, What will we use to best bal- 
ance up our corn for fattening steers? 
You remember that we found that our 
common protein feeds were clover and 
alfalfa hay, oil meal, cottonseed meal, 
bran, shorts, and tankage. Of all these 
clover or alfalfa hay is the best with 
which to balance corn for fattening 
steers. A ration of just corn and clo- 
ver hay would make a pretty good feed 
for fattening steers, but it is not the

best; simply because if the steer is 
going to have enough protein to make 
the best gain, it would have to eat so 
much clover hay that there would not 
be much room left for corn to put on 
fat. A pound or two of cottonseed or 
oil meal will make this ration better. 
The Indiana Experiment Station found 
that steers which had a ration of corn, 

clover hay and cottonseed meal made 
about a half a pound more gain per 
day than those steers which were fed 
just corn and clover hay. 

The cheapest ration of all is pasture. 
A yearling steer will put on forty 
pounds of flesh a month on good pas- 
ture alone Pasture gains cost only 
two or three cents a pound, while 
gains made by corn and hay cost at 
least six or seven cents. This is the 
reason that some feeders like to sum- 
mer feed. Grass gains come cheap, 
but they sell cheap. The best feeders 
who market steers off grass feed some 
grain, too. 

The English are great beef eaters, 
and the British farmer knows more 
about feeding steers than any other 
man on earth. He doesn’t feed a ra- 
tion like your father or any of your 
neighbors feed. Here is a common 
English ration: Roots, 100 pounds; 
Oat straw, 15 pounds; corn meal, 
two pounds; cottonseed meal, three 
pounds. I suppose you wonder what 
roots are! Well, they are just simply 
mangles, rutabagas, or turnips, large 
amounts of which are grown in Eng- 
land, to fill the same place that silage 
fills here. The common English steer 


ration is a lot of roots, some cheap 
roughage such as oat straw, and a 
small amount of ground grain. Ona 


ration of this sort, the Englishman has 
found that he can get bigger and 
cheaper gains than in any other way. 





Now, men who have studied feeding 
carefully believe, and I think they ars 
right, that some day we will feed ou 

steers a ration something like th 

English ration, only we will use cor: 
silage instead of roots. Perhaps ot 

ration for a steer will be somethinz 
like this: Corn silage, 30 pounds; 
cottonseed meal, 3 pounds; corn mea 

10 pounds; clover hay, 5 pounds. Ot 
course it will not be so important to 
have hogs follow steers with such a 
ration. We will not use such a ratio: 
in the corn belt until conditions chang 

from what they are now; but just th 

same, a great many feeders have found 
this winter that it pays to use fifteen 
to twenty pounds of silage in the fa 

tening ration.

HOG FEEDING QUESTIONS. 
An Iowa 








correspondent writes: 

“What would be the best balanced 
rations for fattening hogs weighing 
about 150 pounds, which I wish to 
make 200 or pounds for market. 
About what size do you thing the most 
profitable to turn off hogs. Would it 
pay to feed corn fodder to pigs? Which 
do you consider the best way of giving 
ground feed to hogs—dry or in the 
slop?” 

Thousands of men in the corn belt 
have before them a proposition very 
similar to that of our correspondent. 
They have 150-pound hogs which they 


250 


want to fatten in the cheapest and 
quickest way possible, so that they 
may make the most money. Shall the | 
ration be corn alone, corn and shorts, 
corn and oil meal, or corn and tank- 
age? Of course there are other feeds 
which may be fed, but those mentioned 
above are the most common. Our ex- 
periment stations have done much 
work in comparing rations. Corn alone 
has been found in every case to put 
on slower gains than any of the ra- 


tions given above, but such gains were 


often the cheapest, depending, of 
course, upon the price of corn and 
other feeds. Corn and tankage has 
generally been found to put on faster 
gains than any other kind of feed; and 
at ordinary prices cheaper than any 
other combination with the possible 


exception of corn alone. A ration of 
corn and shorts has been found to put 
on excellent gains, but with shorts as 
high as $25 a ton, these gains have 
been found to be considerably more 
expensive than ‘those secured with 
corn alone or with corn and tankage. 
Corn and oi] meal puts on rapid gains, 
but they are generally more expensive 
than those put on by corn and tank- 
age. and often more expensive than 
those put on by corn alone, depending 
upon price of oil meal. 

This winter, corn has been compara- 
tively low in price, while the manufac- 
tured feeds, such as tankage, oil meal,

etc.. have been high. This winter, 
more than any other for some years 
past, a ration of corn alone has paid

comparison with balanced 
But even with corn as low as 
bushel, it should pay to 


feed a small amount of some protein 
feed with it. The cost may be a little 
more than with corn alone, but the 
gain should be more rapid, and the 
quality of finish will be better. Shorts 
at $25 to $30 a ton we consider under 
most conditions too high priced to 
feed to fattening hogs. 

The best weight at which to market 


hogs is a disputed point. It depends 
upon the market quotations and upon 
the economy of gains in hogs of dif- 
ferent weights. For a number of 


Years past the 200 to 250 pound hog 
has been most in favor month in and 
month out, a hog of this weight being 
rushed from birth to market. When 
hogs are comparatively high in price, 


however, and corn is low, there is a

out of the trough onto the ground by 
the hogs. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“My fattening hogs are in a moder- 
ately small range where they do not 
get much exercise. I am feeding all 
the corn they can eat, and in addition 
a slop of wheat, ground oats and oil 


meal. I give them this slop once and 
sometimes twice daily. I give them a 
small handful of salt with it. But 


these pigs, in spite of the ration which 
they are receiving, eat all of the black 
dirt they can get at in the pen, and do 
not seem to gain much. They are 
spring shoats weighing about 185 to 
200 pounds. The last week I have had 
them on full feed, and have not been 
at all satisfied with the gain. They 
eat well and seem hungry. I have 
soft coal before them now, but it does 
not make any difference. I would like 
to know what they want, or what they 
must have in order to make them stop 
eating the black @irt. I think that this 
is doing them an injury and prevent- 
ing them from fattening as they 
should. The corn is not a bit moldy?” 

Most hogs crave at times such 
things as soft coal, dirt, sand, ashes, 
etc. In moderate amounts, none of 
these will hurt hogs. But when hogs 
eat much of any of them, it would in- 
dicate that something is wrong with 
the feed they have been getting. It is 
a good plan to keep before the hogs at 
all times some such mixture as slaked 
lime, ashes, salt, charcoal, etc. 

Our correspondent’s ration of corn 
and the slop of wheat, ground oats and 
oil meal is not an especially cheap or 
effective ration at present prices for 
fattening hogs. Wheat and oats are 
both too expensive for fattening ani- 
Oil meal is a fairly cheap and 


mals. 

effective feed with which to balance 
corn, but for fattening hogs, tankage 
is better. Our correspondent does not 
state as to how much wheat, oats and 
oil meal he has been feeding. We 
fancy that he has not been feeding 
enough, especially of the oil meal, to 


balance the corn, and that this pos- 
sibly is the reason for the abnormal 
appetite of the hogs. The pigs should 
gain well if fed a balanced ration, say 
five parts of corn to one of oil meal, 
or nine parts corn to one part of tank- 
age. 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have forty-six shoats that will 
weigh about 125 pounds each, that I 
intend to commence feeding. When 
on full feed, I will feed one and a half 
bushels of corn meal mixed with wa- 
ter, and as much shelled corn as they 
will clean up. How much oil meal 
should I feed with the corn meal? Oil 
meal is worth $36 a ton. I grind my 
own corn.” 

From the standpoint of balance and 
rapidity of gain, five parts of corn to 
one part of oil meal is excellent for 
fattening hogs. Economy must also 
be considered, however. At present 
prices, with corn at about 36 cents a 
bushel, and oil meal in the neighbor- 
hood of $1.80 a hundred, it is probable 
that cheaper gains could be secured by 
the use of more corn and less oil meal. 
Tankage at $50 a ton is a much cheap- 
er supplement to corn for fattening 
hogs than oil meal at $36 a ton. 


An Illinois correspondent writes 

“Will you please give me the best 
ration for hogs of 200 pounds weight, 
and also for fall pigs? I have the fol- 
lowing feed: Oats, corn, shorts and oil 
meal. I cam grind any of these my- 
self. It is my opinion that the best 
ration is always the cheapest. What 
is the best roughage, and how is the 
best way to feed it?” 

For 200-pound hogs, a well-balanced 
ration on which they should make ex- 
cellent gains is five parts of corn to 
one part of oil meal, or equal parts of 
corn and shorts, or nine parts of corn 
to one part of tankage. 

But while all these rations are bal- 
anced, and should put on good gains, 
our correspondent should also consid- 
er, of course, the prices of the foods 
mentioned, and see whether or not it 
would pay him better to feed an un- 
balanced ration. When corn is very 
low in price and the manufactured 
feeds are high, it occasionally pays 
best to feed corn without any supple- 
mentary feeds; or at least not as much 
of them as is necessary to make a 
truly balanced ration and produce the 
largest gain. 

For fall pigs, a balanced effective ra- 
tion is six or seven parts of corn to 
one of tankage, or three or four parts

of corn to one of oil meal, or corn and 
shorts equal parts. In young hogs, we 
would not consider as we would in fat- 
tening hogs the feeding of an unbal- 
anced ration simply because it was 
cheaper. It is absolutely necessary 
if we are to get gains upon these hogs 
in later life that we feed them a bal- 
anced ration when young in order to 
secure the bone and muscle frame- 
work. 

Hogs do not have the reputation of 
consuming much roughage, but when 


given a chance, they will eat more, 
either of hay or pasture, than many 


people suspect. All kinds of hogs are 
generally quite fond of good quality 
clover or alfalfa hay. Bright green 
alfalfa hay is especially well relished. 
Hay may be fed to the hogs in a rack, 
where they will consume a little of it 
day by day, or it may be chaffed or 
cut in half-inch lengths and mixed with 
the slop feed. 

An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“What of the following feeds would 
make a profitable ration for fattening 
hogs: Corn at 37% cents a bushel, 
tankage at $42 per ton, and stock food 
molasses at 18 cetns a gallon?” 

At the prices mentioned, a most ex- 
cellent ration for securing cheap and 
rapid gains would be nine parts of 
corn to one part of tankage. We are 
not familiar with stock food molasses 
as a hog feed. Small amounts might 
be useful as an appetizer, but at the 
price mentioned it is too expensive to 
use in large amounts as a fattening 
food. 





FEEDING COLTS. 


A correspondent writes: 

“I have a bunch of colts, both horse 
and mule, five to eight months old, 
which [| keep in a big runway at night. 


‘They have hay and grain (oats and 
ground corn) before them all the time. 
Is there any danger of any of them 
eating too much grain?” 


We would not give colts an unlimited 


such a grain 


grain ration, especially 
ration as our correspondent is feeding. 
While it may hurt the colts little if 


any, yet the practice of keeping grain 
before them all the time is quite cer- 
tain to be wasteful of grain. Our cor- 
respondent is generous to a fault with 
his colts; a statement which can not 
be made concerning most farmers in 
regard to their coit feeding. He will 
get greater returns out of his grain, 
however, if he feeds it regularly, morn- 
ing and night, giving all the colts re- 
quire to make a _ strong vigorous 
growth. The ration might be improved 
by the addition to it of bran, making 
a grain ration of equal parts corn meal, 
ground oats and bran by weight, or oil 
meal might be used instead of the bran 
—using only one-third as much of oil 
meal, however. 





BEET BY-PRODUCTS. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What is the feeding value of sugar 
beet pulp and beet tops? To what 
kind of stock is it worth the most to 
feed? Is the sugar beet a profitable 
crop to raise at $5 a ton?” 

Wet beet pulp contains 89.8 per cent 
of water, and dry beet pulp contains 
10 per cent. In 100 pounds of wet beet 
pulp there is one-half a pound of pro- 
tein and 7.7 pounds of carbohydrates, 
while in 100 pounds of the dry pulp 
there are 4.1 pounds of protein and 
64.9 pounds of carbohydrates. In com- 
position it will be noticed that wet 
beet pulp is very similar to corn silage 
but is twice as watery; like corn sil- 
age, it has a very wide nutritive ra- 
tio; it is therefore fattening in its na- 


ture rather than muscle forming. Beet 
pulp is especially adapted to milch 
cows, being used for the same _ pur- 


poses as corn silage. Beet pulp can 
also be used to good advantage for 
fattening steers and fattening sheep, 
and it may be fed to hogs and horses, 
but apparently does not give as good 
results with them as with the other 
classes of farm stock. Colorado ex- 
periments with fattening steers indi- 
cate that nine pounds of wet beet pulp 
are equal to one pound of corn or to 
-.8 pounds of alfalfa for putting gain 
ym steers. A Utah experiment with 
feeding wet beet pulp to hogs indi 
cated that six pounds of wet beet pulp 
equaled one pound of shorts. A Utah 
experiment with horses indicated that 
six pounds of the wet beet pulp equal 
one pound of oats. 

The dry beet pulp is worth about 
eight times as much per pound as the

that in feeding dry beet pulp, water 
be added, in order to avoid danger of 
over-feeding. A maximum ration for 
dairy cows of dry beet pulp is about 
ten pounds; for steers, about fifteen 
pounds, and for sheep, two pounds. 
Care must be taken to start all kinds 
of livestock gradually on beet pulp, 
and not to over-feed. 

Four or five tons of beet leaves and 
tops are produced to the acre, about 
three-fourths of which are leaves and 
one-fourth tops. Of course, a large 
amount of leaves and tops are water; 
but it is estimated that 1,400 pounds 
of nutriment are produced on the aver- 
age acre. The composition of beet 
leaves is 89 per cent water, 1.9 per 
cent protein and 5 per cent carbohy- 
drates. In Germany, beet leaves have 
been used to good advantage both 
when fresh and when dried. It has 
been found that at first livestock do 
not like beet leaves very well, but that 
later a taste develops for them and 
they are well relished. Experiments 
in this country indicate that the leaves 
are somewhat superior to straw, but 
hardly equal to good quality hay. The 
fact that the leaves contain oxalic 
acid, which is a poison, dictates that 
these leaves should be fed with cau- 
tion. 

Beets at $5 a ton are a profitable 
crop to raise in Iowa in a normal sea- 
son, provided that plenty of cheap la- 
bor is available. 





BEEF RATION. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“I am feeding a bunch of calves that 
are from seven to eight months old, 
and I am intending to ship them about 
the first of May. I have been feeding 
them ground ear corn with clover hay, 
and I wish to know if it will be better 
to feed them shelled corn with fodder? 
Which is the better way to feed them? 
Is cold water better for them, or would 
it pay me to buy a tank heater?” 

For fattening cattle our correspond- 
ent’s ration of ground ear corn and 
clover hay is good, much better, in 
fact, than the ration of shelled corn 
and fodder, to which he suggests 
changing. For calves, a ration of 
ground corn and clover hay could be 
considerably improved by adding some 
feed which is richer in protein than 
corn, such as oil meal or cottonseed 
meal. Unless our correspondent uses 
some of these concentrated feeds, we 
fear the cattle will not be fat enough 
to market by the first of May. It will 
take very liberal feeding to get them 
in condition by that time. Oil or cot- 
tonseed meal should be given to steers 
in small amounts at first, an eighth of 
a pound daily per steer, and gradually 
increased every other day till they are 
receiving two or three pounds. Unless 
these calves are pretty fat by the first 
of May, our correspondent may find 
it more profitable to hold them until 
they are really finished. 

Any kind of cattle will do better on 
water from which the chill has been 
taken. We can not say definitely as 
to whether it would pay to buy a tank 
heater for fattening cattle. Fatten- 
ing cattle on a large amount of feed 
give off a great deal of extra heat 
which may go to warming up the water 
that is brought into the system. For 
dairy cows it quite certainly pays to 
take the chill off the water; but we 
can not say certainly as to whether 
it pays for fattening animals, 





VETCH EXPERIENCE, 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Some years ago I sowed one-half 
bushel of hairy or sand vetch in corn 
before the last cultivation. The next 
year the land was put in oats and the 
vetch grew around on top of the oats, 
so that it was very difficult to handle 
the binder. The land was fall plowed 
and sowed to millet the next year. The 
crop of millet was a very heavy one, 
and no signs of vetch were seen. The 
land was again fall plowed and sowed 
to oats and Canada field peas, which 
were cut for hay. Some vetch grew in 
the oats and peas, and the land was 
again fall plowed and put to corn the 
next season. The vetch again came 
up voluntariiy, and last year this piece 
of land was put in oats again, and 
again the binder was bothered in cut- 
ting the oats, and lots of the vetch 
seed had ripened. Vetch seems to be 
a persistent grower, as the seeds seem 
to grow after laying over in the ground 
for several years. I have found vetch 
very troublesome in oats.

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ACID SOIL, 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“What is acid soil, and is it some- 
times natural? What causes it? Is 
Webster county, Nebraska, subject to 
acid soils? How can an ordinary 
farmer detect acid soil on his farm? 
What is the remedy? Will the grow- 
ing of oats help it?” 

Acid soil is due to the absence of 
alkali in the soil, especially lime. No 
soil which contains plenty of lime ever 
becomes acid, for the lime furnishes 
plenty of material with which the 
acid formed in the soil by plant roots 
and the breaking down of humus may 
combine. Whenever an acid combines 
with an alkali, such as occurs when 
soil acids combine with lime, the acid 
loses its harmful property. Some soils 
have always been very deficient in 
lime, and are naturally acid; others 
become acid by cultivation, since cul- 


tivation brings about more rapid 
breaking down of vegetable matter 
and the formation of acids. Anything 


which tends to deplete the lime supply 
in the soil goes to make the soil acid. 

We are not familiar vith Webster 
county, Nebraska, but would not sup- 
pose that it would be especially sub- 
ject to acid soil. Any farmer can 
easily tell whether he has acid soil 
on his farm. Simply buy a dime’s 
worth of blue litmus paper at the drug 
store; then take a moist ball of the 
soil which is to be tested, break the 
ball in two, put a piece of the blue 
litmus paper between the two halves, 
and squeeze the ball together again. 
If, after a few minutes, the litmus 
paper is turned from blue to red, the 
soil is acid. If ‘the paper is merely 
turned a light bluish pink, the soil is 
probably not sufficiently acid to inter- 
fere with the growth of most plants. 

The remedy for soil acidity is lime; 
either ground limestone or ordinary 
slaked lime may be used. Different 
authorities advise applying different 
amounts of lime to the soil. On soils 
which tend to be very acid, lime 
should be applied at the rate of a ton 
to the acre every two or three years. 

Some plants can not*thrive at all on 
acid soil, but others seem to do very 
well there. Clover, alfalfa, cowpeas, 
timothy and barley do not thrive well 
on acid soil. It appears that lime 
makcs soil an attractive home for 
many kinds of bacteria, especially for 
the root bacteria of legumes, which 
attract nitrogen from the air into the 
soil. Of our common cereals, rye 
grows best in acid soil. Oats will also 
stand some acidity in the soil. Wheat 
and barley are much more sensitive. 
There is no plant the growing of which 
will not correct soil acidity. The ap- 
plication of lime is the only practical 
method of improving an acid soil. 

In applying lime, everyone must re- 
member that lime is not a true plant 
food, but that it is useful in the soil 
merely to counteract acidity and make 
the soil an attractive plant home by 
changing its mechanical condition. 





STRAWBERRIES. 


A patch of strawberries on the farm 
solves the dessert problem for the 
good wife for a month, and gives her 
delicious preserves for the rest of the 


year. There is little excuse for any 
farm being without a _ strawberry 
patch. Plants are generally most con- 


veniently bought from a reliable grow- 
er, but may be transplanted from any 
well-kept plantation, provided that 
only the new plants are used. The 
soil should be prepared as though for 
a garden. A good distance to put the 
plants, if horse cultivation is to be 
given, is in rows four feet apart and 
eighteen to twenty-four inches apart 
in the rows. After the plants are set 
out, the most essential thing is to give 
frequent cultivation, stirring the soil 
once every week, and hoeing between 
the plants once every two weeks. Late 
in the fall, cover well with straw or 
leaves. Good quality plants from any 
first-class nurseryman, set out on ordi- 
nary corn belt soil, well tilled during 
the first season, and mulched during 
the winter, should produce excellent 
strawberries the next season. The sat- 
isfaction which it gives to produce 
high-class fruit on the place is worth 
far more than the trouble involved.

Almost any food is wholesome if eaten

by the glassful at one gulp. To worry 
lest we cannot digest our food is to 
invite indigestion. Indigestion is 
caused more often by overeating than 
by eating unwholesome food. We eat 
too much; we eat when we are not 
hungry, when we are tired and over- 
heated and cross. We do not take 
rational care of our stomachs. The 
average child can digest anything a 
normal appetite prompts him to eat if 
he doesn’t worry about it. A lady was 
just bidding adieu to a bite when her 
husband whispered, “Chew it eleven 
times; you've only chewed it eight— 
I watched your jaws.” “Mercy, good- 
ness!” exclaimed his wife, “petty life 
is too short; the doctrine of chew. 
chew, chew and chew your food again 
would make of us a nation of ruminat- 
ing oxen.” We need to chew our food 
properly, but we shouldnt’ think too 
much about it. The dining table is 
not only a place to chew, but for fam- 
ilies to enjoy communion with one an- 
other.

Several persons have written 
asking for further particulars concern- 
ing this process, and in reply to the 
last inquiry, I will say th-t we have al- 
ways let our meat remain in the wrap- 
pings it is sewed up in during the cur- 
i g process, until we are ready to use 
it. It must be kept in a cool, dry place 
—but not allowed to freeze. If it is 
frozen, the meat will spoil. We hang 
ours in the attic of the house during 
the winter. As spring comes on, and 
this place gets too warm from the sun, 
we carry it to a cool cellar in the 
same wrappings it was sewed up in 
at first. Meat cured in this way will 
keep indefinitely, and never get dry or 





hard. The flavor is fine, and this way 
of handling is so much less trouble 
than the old way. Yours for “good, 
old, sweet ham.”

BY THE EDITOR, 


ELIJAH. 

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for February 5, 1911. I Kings, 
17:1-16.) 

“And Elijah the Tishbite, who was 
of the sojourners of Gilead, said unto 
Ahab, As Jehovah, the God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word. (2) And 
the word of Jehovah came unto him, 
saying, (3) Get thee hence, and turn 
thee eastward, and hide thyself by the 
brook Cherith. that is before the Jor- 
dan. (4) And it shalt be, that thou 
shalt drink of the brook; and I have 
commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. (5) So he went and did accord- 
ing unto the word of Jehovah; for he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, 
that is before the Jordan. (6) And the 
ravens brought him bread and flesh in 
the morning, and bread and flesh in 
the evening; and he drank of the 
brook. (7) And it came to pass after 
a while that the brook dried up, be- 
cause there was no rain in the land. 
(8) And the word of Jehovah came 
unto him, saying, (9) Arise, get thee 
to Zarephath, which belongeth to Si- 
don, and dwell there: behold, I have 
commanded a widow there to sustain 
thee. (10) So he arose and went to 
Zarephath; and when he came to the 
gate of the city, behold, a widow was 
there gathering sticks: and he called 
to her, and said, Fetch me, I pray 
thee, a little water in a vessel, that I 
may drink. (11) And as she was go- 
ing to fetch it, he called to her, and 
said, Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel 
of bread in thy hand. (12) And she 
said, As Jehovah thy God liveth, I 
have not a cake, but a handful of meal 
in a jar, and a little oil in the cruse: 
and, behold, I am gathering two sticks, 
that I may go in and dress it for me 
and my son, that we may eat it, and 
die. (13) And Elijah said unto her, 
Fear not; go and do as thou hast said; 
but make me thereof a little cake first, 
and bring it forth unto me, and after- 
ward make for thee and for thy son. 
(14) For thus saith Jehovah, the God 
of Israel. The jar of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that Jehovah send- 
eth rain upon the earth. (15) And 
she went and did according to the say- 
ing of Elijah: and she, and he, and her 
house, did eat many days. (16) The 
jer of meal wasted not, neither did 
the cruse of oil fail, according to the 
word of Jehovah, which he spake by 
Elijah.” 

If we are to have an adequate com- 
prehension of this and the four les- 
sons immediately following, we must 
first arrive at a correct estimate of 
the personality and character of Eli- 
jah, who was in some respects the 
most striking and picturesque of that 
most remarkable of all classes of 
statesmen, the prophets of the Old 
Testament. Of his genealogy we know 
nothing whatever; of his early life 
only this: that he was of the inhabit- 
ants of Gilead, that wild country east 
of the Jordan, half ranch and half des- 
ert, that stretched between the river 
and the great desert. Its population, 
part farmers, part herdsmen, many of 
them nomads, differing from the 
Bedouins of the disert only in their 
loyalty to Jehovah. The manner of 
Elijah, in its abruptness, directness 
and swift movement, is that of the 
Bedouin; his long hair suggests that 
he is a Nazarite, consecrated to a life 
of superior holiness from his birth; his 
sheepskin girdle and camel’s hair 
cloak suggests that he has long been 
a prophet of the eastern tribes. 

We can well imagine how deeply his 
soul would be stirred when a heathen 
queen, of a race that every Jew had 
been taught for hundreds of ‘years to 
avoid, and of a religion that he was 
divinely taught to hate, guided and 
controlled the mind of the weak king, 
determined at once to exterminate the 
altars and the worship*of the ancient 
faith in the Lord, the God of Israel. 
We can imagine his indignation as the 
bloody work of exterminating the 
Lora’s prophets went on from year to 
year and no organized resistance 
came from the princes or elders of Is- 
rael. In the solitudes east of the Jor- 
dan he had brooded over it all, had 
poured out his soul to the God of his 








fathers, and had at last come to the 
conclusion that only some impending 
calamity, such as a protracted drouth, 
threatened as a punishment for the 
sins of the pedple (Leviticus, 26:14-26; 
Deuteronomy, 28:15-24) would bring 
ruler and people alike to a realization 
of their past iniquity and their abso- 
lute dependence upon the Lord, the 
God of Israel. Firm in this conviction, 
he poured out his soul to God, that the 
threatened punishment should be in- 
flicted, that the rains should be with- 
held; and when it was borne in upon 
his spirit that his prayer was an- 
swered, he suddenly appears before 
Ahab the king with the message from 
God. It required almost superhuman 
courage to do this; for Ahab, weak as 
he was in some respects, was not a 
man to be trifled with. 

The abruptness and the defiant tone 
of the only sentence of the interview 
recorded suggests that it is the con- 
cluding sentence; and we can well 
imagine Elijah, after remonstrating 
with the king for his disobedience to 
God, his cruelty to his own people, his 
attempt to exterminate the religion of 
his fathers, and perceiving no token of 
repentance or contrition, rising to his 
full height and fixing his eyes on those 
of the guilty king, .and pointing up- 
ward, saying: “As Jehovah the God 
of Israel liveth, before whom I stand, 
there shall not be dew nor rain these 
years, but according to my word.” On 
the one hand Baal, the God of the sun, 
supposed to be the source of all life 
and power, and hence the god of power 
and force, and on the other hand the 
God of Elijah. Here we have force 
met by force, power by power— 
Jehovah versus Baal. 

Even when thus defied, Ahab laid 
no hand upon the prophet, for he had 
after all a conscience, dormant for the 
most part; the conviction that in all 
this he was wrong and yet helpless 
because under the overmastering influ- 
ence of Jezebel. 

The drouth in answer to Elijah’s 
prayers had already begun. Predic- 
tions of rain, prayers and incantations 
would naturally be a part of Baal wor- 
ship. The _ significance of Elijah’s 
prayer was that Jehovah, the world 
Creator and Restorer alone could break 
the cycle of dry years, that Elijah was 
His spokesman; and that no matter 


| what Baai’s priests may promise, and 


no matter what incantations were of- 
fered, the drouth which had come in 
answer to his prayer could not be 
broken until he, Elijah, announced it 
to Ahab. The underlying question to 
be decided, as it was decided after- 
wards, was whether Baal ruled the 
world of men and matter, or whether 
it was ruled by Jehovah, whose wor- 
ship Ahab and Jezebel were endeavor- 
ing to suppress with fire and sword. 

The interview with Ahab could not 
well be private, and in time the word 
would spread that Elijah, if not the 
cause, was in some sense responsible 
for the suffering of the people. Then 
began the search for the prophet, 
which reached not merely to every 
corner of the land, but to all surround- 
ing nations (Chapter 18:10). Jehovah, 
however, can well be trusted to take 
care of His own until their work is fin- 
ished, even if that requires the exer- 
cise of strong faith on the part of His 
servants. 

The brook Cherith, the exact local- 
ity of which is unknown, ran, doubt- 
less, through a leafy covert somewhere 
near the Jordan. In invoking that 
greatest of all calamities, a protracted 
drouth, with its unavoidable famine, 
on the people for their sins, Elijah 
must needs be personally a sharer in 
their sufferings. The Lord therefore 
hid him in this place where no one 
would suspect him to be, and fed him 
with no human hand. What we are to 
understand by his being fed by ravens, 
“the young ravens that cry and seek 
their food from. God” (Psalm 147:9) 
I do not know, save that he was to be 
sustained in an unusual if not in a 
miraculous way. Some have rendered 
the word ravens “merchants,” which 
seems to me far fetched. It required 
strong faith to live on in this way 
day after day and see the brook grad- 
ually drying up as the drouth in- 
creased in intensity and severity.

into the very country of Jezebel and 
there be supported by a worshiper of 
3aal, a woman, and a widow at that, 
until the day that the Lord should 
send rain upon the earth. 

We have the testimony of Menander 
quoted in Josephus, that the famine 
was long remembered in Phoenicia, 
and that solemn prayers were offered 
up in the temple of Astarte by Eth- 
baal, king of Tyre, Jezebel’s father, 
for the descent of rain upon the earth. 

From a human standpoint, not even 
at the brook Cherith would Elijah be 
safer from Ahab than in Jezebel’s own 
country. No one would suspect that 
this sworn foe to the worship of Baal 
would seek or accept refuge in the 
very shadow of the temples of Baal, in 
a country ruled by the father of Jeze- 
bel. It must have been a striking 
scene when this gaunt, hunger-bitten 
refugee from the land of Israel stood 
at the entrance of the Sidonian coun- 
try village and asked an equally gaunt 
and hunger-bitten widow to bring him 
a drink of water, and then as she went 
bidding her to bring him a morsel of 
bread. Recognizing his Jewish garb, 
she answers, “As Jehovah, thy God, 
liveth, I have not a cake, but a hand- 
ful of meal in the barrel, and a little 
oil in the cruse, and behold I am gath- 
ering two sticks, that I may go in and 
dress it for me and my son, that we 
may eat it, and die.” Something in 
the manner of the man, however, gave 
her confidence in this hour when mis- 
ery revealed the depths of human 
feeling, and she does as he bids her, 
and the miracle was wrought which 
was duplicated twice by Jesus of Naz- 
areth on a larger scale. 

Misery makes strange associates. 
The prophet who has et his heart on 
the extermination of Baal worship is 
dependent for his daily bread on one 
of the despised race and alien religion. 
The miracle afterwards wrought in 
the healing of her son calls to mind 
that other healing in the same region 
of the child of another widow of the 
same race and religion by a Greater 
than Elijah; nor must we forget the 
remark which Jesus made when re- 





jected in His own village of Nazareth 
with reference to this same event, to 
show that the love of God is not lim- 
ited even to His chosen people. “There 
were many widows in Israel at the 
time of Elijah, when the heaven was 
shut up three years and six months, 
when there came a great famine over 
all the land; but unto none of them 
was Elijah sent, save unto Sarepta, a 
city of Sidon, unto a woman that was 
a widow.” (Luke, 4:25-27.) 

The lesson we should all learn from 
the story is this: Follow out your 
convictions of duty without fear of 
man, and trust that the Lord will see 
you through, as He did Elijah. It was 
a brave man who could face the wrath 
of an enraged king. It was a man of 
great faith who could trust the thiev- 
ing ravens and the uncertain brook, 
and the hospitality of one whose only 
means of support for herself and her 
son was a handful of meal in the bar- 
rel and a cruse,of oil. Such faith 
would have been impossible except 
when based on distinct promises of 
Almighty God.

A poultry commissioner 
whose business it would be to look af- 
ter the interests of poultry and poultry 
breeders, is the form of state aid many 
would like to see.

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THE IOWA STATE SHOW. 


The Iowa State Show, held in Des 
Moines January 6th to 12th, was the 


best show ever held in the state. The 
men having it in charge were awake 
to the importance of the proper deco- 
ration and staging of the show, and 
the results accomplished by them with 
practically no money and no outside 
help have astonished and delighted the 
friends and members of the associa- 
tion. 

“Des Moines does things,” and does 
them quickly. The coliseum in which 
the show was to be held was rented 
for a skating rink till eleven o’clock 
Thursday night. When the building 
was turned over to the pouitry asso- 
ciation at that hour, the place was 
bare. By midnight Friday, practicaily 
every exhibition coop was in place, 
the alleys and aisles were decorated 
with holly, and evergreen trees turned 
the building into a bower of green. 
This was accomplished by dint of 
working all of Thursday night, from 
the hour the building was turned over 
to thera, till everything was in place. 

Mr. Ernest Brown. made a most at- 
tractive display of game and water 
fowl, which was the center of attrac- 
tion in the front of the building. 

The dog show, benched on the piat- 
form, doubtless attracted many to the 
show. This was held under the rules 
of the American Kennel Ciub, and is 
said to be the first of many up-to-date 
dog shows. 

The egg-laying contest, which was 
one of the features of last year, failed 
to attract the attention it would have 
caused had it been more accessible, 
but when the main part of the exhibit 
is on the main floor of the building, 
and the egg-laying contest on the top 
floor, up weary stairs, the attendance 
and interest drawn is comparatively 
small. At the close of the second day 
of the contest, it was a tie between 
Rhode Island Reds and White Leg- 
horus, with nine eggs. Judge Hale 
commented on the fact that the Rhode 
Island Reds are blamed with fading 
and assuming a mongrel appearance 
with age, and pointed to the rich color 
of some of the birds in the egg-laying 
contest and on exhibition as proof that 
this need not be and was ceasing to 
be true. 

As to the poultry show itself, it was 
big show of good poultry, and com- 

d favorably with any eastern 
how of its size. The quality in every 
lass was of the best. Many prize- 
inners in the Kansas City show were 

sent to again carry off honors. 

There was a noticeable increase in 
t number of exhibitors of White Or- 
pingtons. The Barred Rocks held their 
own as usual, the class being one of

In the White Wyandottes the sec- 
ond prize cock at Kansas City won 
first; the first cockerel at that show 
took the same place here. Both birds 
were of exceptional merit. The hens 
and pullets shown at Des Moines were 
whiter birds on the average than the 
Kansas City birds.

Were also some extra good birds in 
the Buff and Columbian Wyandottes.

THE MITE QUESTION. * 


A subscriber writes: 

“T have had much trouble among my 
poultry on account of mites and lice. 
My houses are kept reasonably clean, 
but it seems to be nearly impossible 
to rid the flock entirely of them. Now 
I would like to know what becomes of 
them during the winter, and would it 
not be the best time to wage war upon 
them? Would you not consider a large 
revolving cage in which to revolve the 
fowls in insect powdei about the best 
way of doing it?” 

The mite and the louse require en- 
tirely different treatment. The mite, 
in extreme cases, lives on the bird all 
the time, but as a rule it attacks them 
only at night, when it gorges itself 
with blood, and hides in racks, crev- 
ices and corners where it multiplies 
with incredible rapidity. The eggs 
hatch in a few days; the young feed 
upon filth for the first day or so, but 
in a few days shed their skin and in- 
crease in size, till at ten days they are 
full-grown. 

Cold seems to have no terrors for 
the mite; apparently it is able to 
hibernate and be ready for duty with 
the first warm days. We have known 
chicken coops exposed to the winter’s 
cold to disgorge thousands of mites, 
the gray-ash column fairly oozing out 
of every pore when a mite killer was 
applied. The red mite is simply the 
gray mite gorged with blood. 

To destroy mites it is best in winter 
to use a mixture of three parts kero- 
sene and one part crude carbolic acid, 
kept well stirred and applied to roosts 
and woodwork. Nest boxes should be 
destroyed; all all litter. Thorough 
whitewashing and spraying with a 
strong disinfectant will kill the mite 
but not the nits. Any treatment used 
must be repeated in ten days. It will 
require at least three treatments to 
kill all that hatch. 

The body louse lives on the hen at 
all times; as soon as a hen gets run- 
down, the louse family seem to de- 
scend on her with double force. The

idea of revolving the birds in lice pow- 
wer has been successfully tried by a 
company which manufactures a lice- 
killing machine of this kind. One bird, 
of course, is treated at a time. Small 
chicks are also treated in this manner. 

The only way of ridding a badly in- 
fested flock of body lice is by individ- 
ual treatment. If the houses are clean 
and conditions sanitary, it is possible 
to keep the flock clean enough for 
health by providing an ample dust 
bath in which lice powder, or a small 
amount of crude carbolic acid has been 
stirred. 

If the roosts are painted about four 
o’clock with liquid lice killer, the lice 
will drop from the fowls when the 
fumes penetrate the feathers of the 
birds on the roosts, but they will not 
be killed. If the droppings are re- 
moved, and the floor under the roosts 
sprinkled with disinfectant early in 
the morning before the lice can get 
back on the fowls, many will be de- 
stroyed. 





WASHES FOR PREVENTING 
JURY TO YOUNG TREES BY 
RABBITS. 
. The New Mexico station recom- 
mends painting the trunks of trees 
with the following formulas, to pre- 
vent injury by rabbits: 

Formula No.1: Slake in water over 
night the quantity of unslaked lime 
needed for the work. In the morning 
add enough water to make a good, 
thick wash. Stir the mixture well, 
and to each two and one-half gallons 
of the wash, add two tablespoonfuls of 
Paris green. Take care to mix well 
in the wash. Apply to the trunk of 
the tree with an ordinary paint brush; 
keep the wash stirred up so the in- 
gredients will not settle to the bottom 
of the pail. 

Formula No. 2: Slake the lime as 
above, and stir in just before using, in 
place of the Paris green, from one-half 
pound to one pound of arsenate of lead 
to each pailful of thé wash. A handful 
of salt added to the wash will make it 
stick better to the trunk of the tree. 
Apply this wash in the same manner 
as No. 1. 

Formula No. 3: Take equal parts 
of unslaked lime and cow manure, and 
add enough water to make a thick 
wash, and apply with a brush. This 
makes a cheap and effective remedy 
to keep rabbits from gnawing young 
trees, 

Formula No. 4: 


IN- 


Make a wash of 
equal proportions of sulphur, stove 
soot, and unslaked lime. Put in enough 
water with these ingredients to make 
a thick paint. Apply with a brush in 
the ordinary manner. 

It takes no extraordinary skill or 
practice to make and use any of the 
washes given in the above formulas. 
All the care that will be necessary 
will be to mix them carefully and ap- 
ply in a workmanlike manner. In for- 
mulas 1 and 2, two ounces of strych- 
nine may be added instead of the 
Paris green or arsenate of lead. 





SILAGE FOR STEERS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I have read your advice to the Iowa 
correspondent on silage, and I agree 
with you on all but one point, and 
that is where you tell him to feed all 
the corn silage the cattle will eat with 
corn. If he feeds them all the silage 
they will eat, he will have trouble in 
keeping them too loose. We are feed- 
ing eighty-one head with ground corn, 
cob and all. Cattle weigh about 1,400 
pounds at present. We are feeding 
twenty-three pounds of cob meal, and 
about seventeen pounds of silage, and 
the cattle get what wheat straw they 
want to eat, and we are getting good 
results—no trouble with looseness. 
But when we fed all the silage they 
would eat, we had trouble. I got my 
information from an old English feed- 
er at the Champaign University. He 
told me not to feed over fifteen to 
twenty pounds to a fattening steer 
with corn, and when we feed more, I 
find they go wrong. Of course, I know 
I am not feeding a properly balanced 
ration; but I think cottonseed meal at 
$28 is too high, considering the price 
of cattle now, and I can not see much 
chance for a raise soon—but I do not 
care how soon it comes, as I bought 
my feeders at $5.35, so you see I need 
a good price to get out. When I sell 
these cattle, I will give you a report 
on corn and silage, as that is my idea, 
to see if we can feed it at a profit. My

With this in mind, I looked over the 
advertisements of pure-bred dairy 
herds in last week’s dairy papers, and 
if you will do the same I think it will 
be time very profitably spent. 

My own idea of good breeding is to 
get a bull a large number of whose 
nearest maternal ancestors have large 
yearly butter-fat records, and whose 
paternal ancestors have been proven 
sires of great merit. For instance, I 
have in mind one bull whose dam has 
an official fat record of 866.66 pounds 
at three years old. Her dam has a rec- 
ord of 868.88 pounds of fat. The sire 
of this bull was out of a cow with a 
record of 785.85 pounds fat, and sired 
by a bull who has twenty daughters 
with large yearly records. 

Another bull I have in mind has a 
dam with a fat record of 906.91 pounds 
of fat, and his two grand-dams have 
records of 886.2 and 714.31 pounds of 
fat, respectively. One of his great- 
grand-dams has a fat record of 714.08 
pounds of fat, and his sire has six 
two-year-old daughters whose average 
fat record is 547.08 pounds. 

I have, of course, selected two of the 
bulls backed up by the largest records 
of any bulls of any breed; but they 
wil] illustrate the point I wish to 
make. The dairyman in selecting his 
bull may have to be satisfied with a 
bull whose near maternal ancestors 
were cows that made 350 pounds of 
fat, but he certainly ought to expect 
improvement from the use of such a 
sire. 

Not every great sire, however, is 
br-d in the purple, as are the above- 
named bulls, and these two bulls have 
yet to prove their worth. It may be 
that their dams were capable of great 
records, but had not been tested. 

One bull that I know of, whose dam 
or grand-dam had no records, has 
seven tested daughters whose records 
average 500 pounds of fat. Another 
bull about whose maternal ancestors 
I can find out nothing has six daugh- 
ters with records that average 483.87 
pounds of fat, and they ranged from 
two to four and one-half years of age. 

The most hopeful thing that can be 
said about selecting a bull because of 
the dam’s production is that, while 
some bulls that are bred right have 
not been great sires, I am unable to 
find any great bull that had a mother 
that was known to be a poor cow. Of 
course, it is hard to imagine that any 
breeder would use such a bull anyway, 
and it is the bulls from great mothers 
that have had the best chances to sire 
great daughters, for they have been 
used in the best herds. ~ 

Theoretically, it is all plain sailing, 
and all that you have to do is to pick 
out the bull with a long line of pro- 
ducing ancestors, and figure that the 
production of his daughters should be 
the average between the records of 
their dams and the maternal ances- 
tors of the bull; but, alas for well-laid 
plans! 

I have in mind a buil good enough 
as an individual to win out in the 
greatest show ring of the bulls of his 
breed. He was about all that could be 
desired as an individual, and from a 
dam that made 470 pounds of fat as a 
three-year-old in .a regular milking pe- 
riod of ten months, and never milked 
but twice a day, and this fifteen years 
ago, before testing was in vogue. Few 
bulls of the breed ever had as good an 
oportunity as far as the cows he was 
bred to were concerned, but while he 
has a long list of tested daughters, 
not more than one or tvo of them 
were as good as their dams... Contrast 
this with another bull used in the 
same herd, and of this one you can say

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that he was never bred to a cow but 
what you were sure that the offspring 
would be better than the mother, and 
it was true in every case, whether 
pure-breds or grades. 

A bull of another breed was out of a 
‘ow with a record of 721.88 pounds of 
fat, and sired by a bull whose dam had 
a fat record of 460 pounds. This bull 
was used in the best herd of the breed 
—and the owner told me that he 
thought in only three instances were 
his daughters as good as their dams. 


Contrast this bull with another bull 
of the same breed that was out of a 
cow of which very little was known, 
and this bull used in a herd where he 
had no such opportunity as the other 
bull had, sired more tested daughters 
than any other bull of the breed. 

Only the other day the man who 
owned the first named bull of this 
breed said if he had had the latter bull 
when he was young, he would have 
been worth to him a sum much larger 
than has ever been paid for a bull of 
any breed. 

This thing or quality that we call 
prepotency is as yet an unknown 
quantity. Take the two full brothers, 
Patron and Patronage, well-known 
trotting horses. Patron made a very 
fast record for his day, and covered 
the best class of mares the country 
afforded, and his full brother, Patron- 
age, was doubtless used largely on ac- 
count of his brother. I think it is safe 
to say this, as the advertisement of 
his services said “full brother to the 
great Patron.” Considering his 
chances, Patron was a failure, while 
Patronage sired Alix, that was for 
years “queen of the turf.” This ques- 
tion of prepotency is worth the study 
of the brightest minds of the age, and 
should be receiving much more atten- 
tion than it is now. 

I have recently heard two well- 
known breeders discussing what a pre- 
potent bull should look like, and one 
described a masculine, alert, vigorous, 
impressive, stylish bull, while the oth- 
er expressed his preference for a bull 
built as much like a cow as possible, 
showing that there is no clearly de- 
fined idea of what constitutes prepo- 
tency. 

I realize that what I am saying is 
negative and not positive, but I only 
say what I feel, for my own experi- 
ence and stuly tell me that with the 
exception of the selection of a bull 
along the lines of breeding I have sug- 
gested, that I am absolutely at sea in 
knowing what form of a bull will prove 
a prepotent one. 

The wonder is that such progress in 
breeding dairy cattle has been made 
when for years it was the practice to 
buy a yearling bull and keep him one 
or two years and sell him for beef, 
and replace him with another year- 
ling; and it was almost universally 
true that all the great bulls were dead 
before their greatness was known. It 
was almost impossible to sell an old 
bull; but now I am glad to say that 
at least the breeders of pure-bred 
dairy cattle are looking for the proven 
sire, and that such a bull will bring a 
larger price than a young bull of the 
same breeding. 

This is in itself a proof of my claim 
that we are all at sea as to what con- 
stitutes prepotency, or all would take 
the younger bull because there are 
more years of usefulness ahead of 
him. 

However, we are accustomed to 
speak of a bull four or five years old 
as an old bull, when they should be no 
nearer the end of their usefulness, if 
they have been properly cared for, 
than a cow of the same age, and I 
think the average cow does not reach 
her best until nine or ten years old, 
and the same should be true of a bull. 
I know of one bull in active service 
at eighteen years of age, and the Jer- 
sey bull Mercury is said to have been 
struck by lightning at twenty-one 
years. 

The show ring has also been respon- 
sible for the passing of the old bulls. 
The minute a bull begins to lose his 
youthful appearance, he is “losing his 
bloom,” and it is time to turn him 
down for a younger one. 

I do not know why shows exist at 
all, unless it is as educators, and we 
must teach the people to admire the 
mature bull, and place him where he 
belongs, not only in the show ring but 
in public estimation. Note I said if 
the bull had been properly cared for 
he should be as good as a cow of the 
same age, and by this I mean that if 
he has had the necessary exercise, so

I have recently seen a picture that 
to n was very interesting and in- 
structive. It was a halftone picture of 
the two Guernsey bulls, Athenian and 
Robiana’s Standard, owned by the 
worthy president of this association, 
yoked together and at work on the 
farm, and I know of several farms 
where this is in practice, and I think 
the matter of whether a bull is exer- 
cised or not has much to do with his 
value as a dairy sire. If he is not 
worked in a yoke, he can be worked 
in a tread-power, and if this is not 
available, a paddock can be arranged 
where he can run out, and a stump 
suspended in the paadock where he 
can wrestle with it and get the needed 
exercise in that way. 

In conclusion, I will have to say that 
I think -that the seven words given at 
the beginning contain about all that 
can be said on the subject and have 
it carry much weight. 
his should mean that we will pay 
much closer attention to what a bull's 
get actually does, and that the bull 
that has proven himself a successful 
sire will not go begging at $100, but 
will be sought after at several times 
that price, and when you find one you 
will probably also find that his owner 
knows his worth and he is not for sale 
at any price. 

Professor Eckles has demonstrated 
at the Missouri Agricultural College 
that one of five Jersey bulls used in 
their herd raised the average produc- 
tion of his daughters above their dams 
2,545 pounus of milk and 110 pounds 
of fat, while another bull’s daughters

to fight the wolf the best they can, 
and the result is that the dogs finally 
give it up, without any encouragement 
to start on the next chase later on. 

It is of no use for the owner of the 
dogs to try to follow them, as they 
will be miles ahead of him before they 
can get the wold run down so he could 
help them out. 

jut if the bounty was placed high 
enough, so the farmers would take an 
interest in the chase when they were 
needed, and help kill’the wolves, then 
the dogs would go home encouraged, 
and would get so they would kill a 
wolf without any help. 

There is a pair of old wolves in the 
southwest corner of Poweshiek coun- 
ty at the present time, where I own a 
farm. One of these wolves wintered 
on and about my farm about ten years 
ago, when it was about half grown, 
and it has been in that section of the 
country ever since. It did not do very 
much damage to stock till it was about 
three years old, when it began to kil 
sheep and take young pigs. About 
that time # brought,in a mate, and in 
the last six years those two wolves 
have done from one to two hundred 
dollars’ worth of damage each year 
among sheep, young pigs, and chick- 
ens and turkeys that have nested out 
they could get them. These 
wolves have ,been seen many times 
killing sheep in the day-time, as most 
of the farmers lot their sheep at night, 
so the wolves can not always find what 
they want at night. 

They have been tracked up in the 
snow several times in winters past, 
from where they had killed sheep the 
night before. They have been shot’ at 
many times, and sometimes at short 
range; but no one has been able to 
kill one of them. It looks now like 
this pair of wolves would do another 
thousand dollars’ worth of damage be- 
fore their pelts would be sent to the 
county seat for a bounty, unless the 
bounty is raised from what it is at the 
present time. 

I believe that all the wolves that 
reach the age of three years in the 
state of Iowa will do an average of 
four hundred to eight hundred dollars’ 
worth of damage each before they are 
caught, unless there is more of an in- 
ducement offered than there is at the 
present time to get them killed off. 

The work of wolves among sheep is 
much different from that of dogs, and 
anyone who has seen the work of both 
can tell the difference. The wolves do 
not tear them up as bad as the dogs 
do, and they usually bite them about 
the throat and draw some blood, and 
sometimes they eat a little out of the 
ham or shoulder. During the months 
of May and June, in flocks of ewes 
with their lambs, running together, the 
wolves will kill nearly all lambs, while 
dogs wil! kill mostly old ewes, if the 
lambs are old enough to be strong and 
active. The dog takes the first one 
he can catch, and the wolf is quick 
and active, and will nearly always 
pick out a half-grown lamb if there 
are plenty of them in the flock. 

It is an easy matter to kill a set of 
sheep-killing dogs, and it is easy to 
get the right ones if a man is quiet 
about it. If the sheep are killed at 
nicht, have some good marksman 
watch the sheep the following day, 
and if the dogs do not come back, lot 
the sheep that night and follow them 
out to pasture the next morning, as 
soon as it is light enough to see to 
shoot, and keep hid so the dogs will 
not know there is anyone with the 
sheep. If the dogs are not tied up, or 
do not find some other flock of sheep 
near-by, they are very sure to show 
up, as they will come back about ev- 


ery twenty-four hours if not tied up 
or killed. 
The bounty on wolves should be 


placed at not less than twenty-five 
dollars for old wolves, and five dollars 
for cubs. We should urge the legisla- 
ture at their present session to pass 
a law to raise the bounty to the above 
ficures, and if that is done, I believe 
in a few years it will save the state 
thousands of dollars: and not only 
that. but it will soon be the means of 
almost exterminating the wolves in 
Iowa. 

We have about seventy thousand li- 
censed hunters in the state, and in lo- 
calities where there are no trail 
hounds, a twenty-five dollar bounty on 
old wolves would be an inducement for 
them to organize In bands and track 
the wolves up in the snow and kill 


them.
